The first “dry” meeting 
with a

yesterday afternoon when the minis­ 
ters of Rushville, members of 
the 
Ministerial Association, met to out­ 
line a plan to co-operate with those 
in charge of the movement here cal' 
ing for a county option election. 
By resolution, the minister^ hearti­ 
ly endorsed the movement and pledg­ 
ed their moral and active 
support. 
The resolution adopted is as follows; 
“Resolved: That we, the members 
of the Ministerial Association here­ 
by pledge our hearty support and co­ 
operation with 
those 
behind 
the 
county option movement and agree 
to do all in our power to bring about 
an election and thus get an expres­ 
sion from the people of Rush county 
on this timely question. 
That we 
will put forth every effort in event an 
election is ordered, that the cause of 
righteous shall be 
victorious. 
We 
are unqualifiedly in favor of the move 
and consider any time an opportune 
time to carry on _the great cause or 
temperance.” 


All the Protestant ministers were 
in attendance and in 
addition 
to 
adopting 
resolutions, 
enthusiastic 
talks on the 
question were 
given. 
Each minister appointed a committee 
from his respective church—in three 
instances, two members were named 
and they were instructed to select a 
third person to officiate with them - 
and 
these 
committees 
will meet, 
counsel/ and assist the prime movers 
in the cause at every opportunity. 
For the Presbyterian 
church 
the 
names of William Helm and A. E. 
Martin were selected; for the United 
Presbyterian 
church, 
T. M. Green 
and Howard Barrett; 
St. Paul’s M. 
E. church. Rush Budd, Charles Alger 
and William F. Gordon, and for the 
Christian church, B. F. Miller and 
John Titsworth. 
But little work, under systematic 
methods has been done towards se­ 
curing signers for the petitions call­ 
ing for an election. The papers were 
circulated at some of the churches 
last Sunday, but not a great many 
signed. 
At one or two law 
offices 
where papers were 
prepared, many 
have volunteered to put their names 
on them. The committee has not yet 
heard what progress is being made 
in the outer townships, but will wait 
until a careful campaign can be out­ 
lined. 
The business men will not be 
embarrassed by being asked to sign 
but several have already volunteered. 
An official at one of the furniture 
factories said yesterday that when 
the paper was brought to the factory 
at least fifty would agree to sign. 
There is little doubt but that eleven 
or twelve hundred names can easily 
be secured in the county, but some of 
the business men, who have optimist­ 
ic views on the subject, from their 
standpoint, argue 
that the “drys” 
could not can*y Rush county in an 
election at this time. They say many 
Republicans are still sore over their 
treatment in the recent campaign and 
will vote against their 
convictions 
and sentiments.

At the sam e tim e there is none 
abou t which there is greater p u blic 
cu riosity , which is ju st tv w heighten­ 
ed by the row between the p resident 
and the congress. 
The secret serv ice is Uncle Sam ’s 
Sherlock Holmes. 
It catches cou nter 
feiters and now and then bags a con­ 
gressm an or senator who has not been , 
content w ith m aking laws, bu t has 
started to breaking them also, thu s 
w orking both ends of the line. 
It was 
this feat of getting a few legislators 
Into jail th at cau sed all the trou ble 
betw een Mr. Roosev elt and the p resent 
session. 
Congressmen do not like to 
be imp risoned, 
for 
w hich 
we 
can 
scarcely blam e them , considering the 
other inflictions they hav e to bear, 
su ch as associating with each other 
and listening to each other’s oratory . 
President Roosev elt charges in ef­ 
fect th a t It w as becau se the secret 
serv ice had ex p osed Senator Mitchell 
and an Oregon rep resentativ e in the 
land frau d cases th at congress cu t 
flown the ap p rop riation for the secret 
serv ice and p rohibited its u se ou tside 
of the treasu ry dep artm ent, w hereat 
certain m em bers of the hou se, digntiled 
senators and others not s<* dignified 
regard them selv es as grossly insu lted. 
Come to think of it. there is som ething 
In the natu re of a p ersonal insu lt in 
sending a man to jail or ev en in inti­ 
m ating th a t he ou ght to be there, 
thou gh m ost men do not base their 
objection 
to 
im p risonm ent 
on 
this 
grou nd. 
Now, the p resident did not 
say th at all 
m em bers

shou ld go to jail, bu t only that the law 
they had p assed help ed nobody bu t 
crim inals, and the chief argu m ent in 
Its fav or w as th at it keep s m em bers of 
the tw o hou ses from being inv estigated 
and p rosecu ted.

W ilkie Started as Repo rter. 


The head of the secret serv ice sta rt­ 
ed life as a rep orter. H e is John E. 
W ilkie of Chicago, son cf a famou s 
new sp ap er man in his day who was 
W ilbu r F. Storey 's chief editorial w rit­ 
er on the Chicago Times. You ng W il­ 
kie started as a fire and p olice rep ort­ 
er and was so intensely in earnest in 
the role th at he bou ght a firem an’s 
helm et and ou tfit and ev ent to all the 
fires to help ou t, receiv ing mu ch chaff­ 
ing therefor both from the real fire­ 
men and the other rep orters. He show- 
ed the sam e sp irit in his p olice rep ort­ 
ing and in at least one instance su c­ 
ceeded 
in u nearthing a sensational 
crime. A store bu rned in a m anner to 
show th at It w as fired by incendiaries. 
The p rop rietor w as ou t of tow n at the 
time, bu t canu* in on a train soon a ft­ 
er. 
Tn ru m m aging abou t throu gh the 
ashes W ilkie came u p on a charred 
p hotograp h, ev idently 
taken of the 
ow ner of the' store when a mu ch 
y ou nger man, bu t on the back of 
which w as a Philadelp hia address and 
a nam e different from th at by which 
the m erchant w as their known. 
On 
being confronted with this 
witness 
from the p ast the man su p p osed the 
jig w as u p , broke down and c onfessed 
th at he had set fire to his own store, 
u sing a tim e fu se th at wou ld allow 
him to get ou t of town. T his w as not 
the only p iece of sherloekhoim esing 
done by the y ou ng p olice rep orter. 
Ev ery av ailable moment ho w as lou ng­ 
ing 
arou nd 
detectiv e 
headqu arters 
p icking u p ideas. 
Borne tim e later the elder W ilkie was 
p laeed in charge of the London bn-

As they are shifted arou nd the ' 
cou ntry and p assed from dep artm ent , 
to dep artm ent, the crim inal elem ent is 
thu s left in the dark as to the identity ! 
of the men w ith whom they hav e to I 
cop e. 
T here are thirty -sev en branch 
secret serv ice offices throu ghou t the 
nation and p robably a cou p le of hu n­ 
dred men emp loy ed. 
Not only cou n­ 
terfeiting cases, bu t v iolations of the 
Internal rev enu e laws, of the anti tru st 
laws, of the land law’s, of the p ostof­ 
fice regu lations and of the thou sand 
and one details of gov ernm ental ru les, 
may come in for inv estigation at their 
hands. 
R ather they m ight hav e done 
so before congress interfered. 
Now* 
the serv ice is handicap p ed, and there 
is joy am ong the crooks in conse­ 
qu ence. 
The secret serv ice man of fact and 
the secret serv ice man of fiction are 
abou t as mu ch alike as a real estate 
agent’s descrip tion is like the dirt he 
sells y ou . 
The detectiv e of rom ance 
is w onderfu lly made, w ith a brain like 
a m achine and a p ersonality th at to 
the av erage Am erican boy looms big­ 
ger than th at of the p resident. 
The 
real detectiv e— 
Bu t why sh atter an 
ideal? 
I nev er knew any body the 
worse for believ ing in Santa Clau s, 
and the p op u lar concep tion of the av er­ 
age sleu th not only delights the ju ­ 
v enile heart—and some hearts th at are 
not ju v enile—bu t p ossibly scares some 
wou ld be crim inals into being decent. 
Sleuths’ Strenuo us Liv es. 
F airy tales aside, there are sp ots in 
the liv es of most secret serv ice men 
th at are su fficiently ex citing for "mel- 
lerdram m er.” 
It is a w ise one among 
them who know s w hat his nex t as­ 
signm ent w ill be, w hether to ru n down 
a gang of cou nterfeiters, look for 
m oonshiners in the Carolina mou n­ 
tains, trace land steals am ong the cat­ 
tlem en or lu m berm en of the w est or 
break into world indities by sp y ing on 
a foreign gov ernm ent or shadow ing 
the sp ies of a foreign gov ernm ent here. 
One of Chief W ilkie’s notable achiev e­ 
m ents w as in breaking u p the sp y sy s­ 
tem m aintained by the Sp anish gov ­ 
ernm ent in Am erica du ring the late 
w ar. 
No; the life of Uncle Barn's de­ 
tectiv es is not w ithou t adv entu re and j 
mov ement. 
For ex amp le, one of their j 
m any du ties is to gu ard the p resident | 
of the United States and accomp any 
him ev ery time he sets foot ou tside 
the W hite Hou se. 
W ith the cross 
cou ntry gallop s and tram p s throu gh 
blizzards and rainstorm s Indu lged in 
by the p resent chief ex ecu tiv e, this is 
not the m ildest of occu p ations. 
The 
strain on those detailed for the leg 
racking du ty will p robably ease down 
after M arch 4. 
Now their liv es seem 
like one long dream of loop ing the 
loop s and bu m p ing the bu mp s. 
In their ordinary w ork of detecting 
crim e the secret serv ice men are div id­ 
ed into two classes, “shadow s” and 
“rop ers.” 
A shadow follows a su sp ect 
in all his comings and goings. 
It is 
not an easy task for the reason th at 
the shadow ed one m u st nev er hav e the 
faintest hint th a t any one is on bis 
trail. 
Rop ing is still more difficu lt. 
H ere the detectiv e becomes a boon 
com p anion of the crim inals, 
learns 
th eir secrets and collects su fficient ev i- i 
deu ce to conv ict them . 
In doing this j 
he m u st hav e no scrap abou t his p er- j 
son th at wou ld rev eal his identity . 
The old idea of disgu ises has largely 
p assed ou t. 
Indeed, it nev er had ex ­ 
istence am ong real detectiv es ou tside 
the lids of nov els. 
Change of garb 
and the p erfection wdth which a de­ 
tectiv e liv es u p to the character as­ 
su med fu rnish all the disgu ise neces­ 
sary . 
T hat Is the beau ty of a serv ice 
m ade u p of m em bers u nknow n to the 
crim inal elem ent. 
Few of C hief W il­ 
kie’s men w ere originally detectiv es. 
M any of them cam e from the claim s 
dep artm ents of railroads and ex p ress 
comp anies. 
They are from all walks 
of life—indeed, chosen afte r the most 
rigid scru tiny into th eir characters and 
fitness for the work. 
One of the most 
fam ou s of their nu m ber is W illiam J. j 
B u rns, concerned In the land frau d 
inv estigations and now In the San 
Francisco g raft ._ qu lry . 
B u rns is not 
now In the secret serv ice, hav ing re­ 
signed to help H eney fight Schm itz and 
Ru ef. 
Vast, Co mplicated Sy stem. 
Mr. W ilkie assigns these men mu ch 
as he assigned rep orters when on the 
city desk of a new sp ap er. 
The p rin­ 
cip le is the same, althou gh the sy s­ 
tem is infinitely more v ast and com­ 
p licated. 
The men work u nder the di­ 
rect su p erv ision of the v ariou s dep art­ 
m ents to w hich they are assigned or 
u nder the su bordinate secret serv ice 
bu reau in whose territory they hap ­ 
p en to be p laced, althou gh the W ash­ 
ington bu reau keep s track of them all. 
In this w ay the head of the sy stem has 
a more thorou gh inside v iew of the 
w orkings of the entire nation than 
any other one man ou tside of the p res­ 
ident and his cabinet adv isers. 
W hat will be the u p shot of the p res­ 
ent inv estigation no man can tell. The 
m ost p robable ou tcome, certainly the 
m ost sensible one, wou ld inv olv e- a 
consolidation of all the detectiv e agen­ 
cies of the gov ernm ent u nder the de­ 
p artm ent of ju stice. It w-ould do aw ay 
w ith the fiction of shifting men from 
dep artm ent to dep artm ent, wou ld sav e 
tim e and av oid confu sion and wou ld 
m ake It imp ossible in fu tu re to crip ­ 
ple this m ost im p ortant gov ernm ental 
agency throu gh congressional interfer­ 
ence.
